The brief couftship, the short honeymoon, 
the few days of happiness all took place 
under the very eyes of the police who were 
searching for the groom. 

The -honeymoon, short it was, was 
spent in the shady nooks of O'Fallon Park 
and the park policemen often marred the 
love-making of the couple. 

Sefton was willing to take more chances 
than he did. He tried to persuade his wife 
to leave her home and go to housekeeping

with him a block or two away from one 
of the largest. sub-police stations in the 
city. He made no attempt to. dis- 
guise himself nor did he attempt to deny 


the charges against him. Love was his won- 
ly mission and for love he forgot everylhing 
else.

After Threatening to Commit Murder, 
He Took Horse While Villagers 
Were in Saloon Discussing 
His Intentions. 


4, midnight man hunt in the brush near 
West Alton, St. €harles County, resulted 
early Friday moming in. the capture of 
John Davis, who is charged with stealing 
a hors: belonging to Roy Rayburn. 

For four hours, from 9 until 1 Davis 
played the part of Tracy in the thick 
growth of bushes and trees opposite Aiton. 
His pursuers, who were often so near that 
they oould hear him riding through the 
thicket ahead of them, finally overtook him 
by the aid of the moonlight, and captured 
him by driving him into the Mississippi. 

Only when the horse which he was riding 
was knee deep in the river and he faced 
pistols in the handsiof his two pursuerfs, 
Constable William Rayburn and James 
Townsead, did Davis surrender. 

At a trial held at 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing before Justice Henry Perkinson at West 
Alton, with only Davis’ two captors pres- 
ent as witnesses, Davis was bound over io 
the St. Charles County grandjury. He was 
taken to St. Charles after daylight in Town- 
sead’s buscy, bound:with a clothesline from 
a West Aiton yard.

The horse disappeared while its owner 
and a number of neighbors were in the 
saloon at West Alton. That all were in the 
saloon, instead of being in the coo] air and 
moonlight outside, is ascribed to ‘a clever 
trick of Davis. 

Davis, whose home is said to be in St. 
“‘Cnatles, but who is a familiar figure at 
West Alton, appeared in the town early 
in the evening and declared to those whortn 
he met that he was waiting for a shot at 
Townsead, who, he satd, had done him an 
injury. 

When Townsead, who is a well-known 
cattleman, rode into tan, the villagers 
were not slow in telling him of Davis’ 
threat. Davis was not to be seen just at 
the tlme, and Townsead, remarking that he 
was not greatly alarmed, entered the saloon. 
The others followed toa see what would 
happen. 

While the small gathering tn ths saloon 
talked over tho remarks made by Davis, 
the horse belonging to Roy Rayburn dis- 
appeared from the long| rack to which all 
the men had hitched their aaddle horses, 

The first man who wemt outdoors after 9 
o'clock noticed that the arimal was miss- 
irg. It was at once decided that Davis 
must have ridden the animal away, and 
William Rayberm and Townsead § started 
in search tn the»moonlicht. 

They judged that the thief would bea 
likely to head ‘forthe river. and await a 
chance to crose to the Tilinois side. and 
they made straight for tho -riverbank, two 
miles away. Until after midnight they 
urged their horses through the dense brush, 
which, in some spots, almost entirely shut 
out the moon's beams. 

Then they heard the brush crackle ahead 
of them. For nearly an hour they fol- 
lowed the uncertain sound, not daring to 
separate for fear that each would mistake 
the other for the horse thief. 

The pursuit was toward the river bank, 
and the riders suddenly came upon/a 
cleared space.

MAKES DAMAGING ADMISSION. 
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The Suspect Gives Every Sign of Col- 
lapse and the Police Expect Soon 
to Get the True History of 
Tragedy From His Lips, 


LOOSE OSSE SOOO OS

OHICAGO, Aug. 15.—Five thousand police 
circulars containing the photograph and de- 
scription of William Bartholin, accusing 
him of double murder, were sent broadcast 
throughout the country from detective head- 
quarters today. ‘‘Wanted-for Double Mur- 
der’’ is the headline of the circulars. The 
description follows: 

‘“‘Name—William J. Bartholin. 

“*‘Age—30 years, 

‘*Welght—160 pounds, 

‘*‘Height—5 feet 10 inches, 

“Brown hair, smooth, thin, pale face; 
high cheek bones; sunken gray eyes, with 
slight cast; very large ears; large nose, 
inclined to be Roman; large mouth; me- 
dium thick Lips. 

“‘His upper teeth are false. Two of his 
teeth on the right side of his mouth are 
gold crowned, 

“He is flat-footed and slightly pigeon- 
toed.

Presidents Hill, Mellen and Mohler 
% Keep Their Promises to Grain 
Raisers of Washington 
and Oregon.

TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 15.—Commencing 
today, according to instructions received at 
the loca! offices of the Northern Pacific and 
Great Northern railways, a reduction of 10 
per cent in the freight rate on grain from 
interior state points and including a portion 
of those states bordering on Washington, to 
the ‘coast, will go into effect. A reduction 
of bc per 100 pounds will also become effec- 
tive on all grain for eastern terminal points. 

This action is the direct result of the visit 
to the coast of Presidents Mellen and Hill 
of the roads meritioned, and President Moh- 
ler of the ©. R. Navigation Co., and 
their conference with the farmers. As soon 
as Wednesday's conference at Colfax was 
over both men took up the question of a re- 
duction in rates with the traffic officials of 
their respective roads by telegraph, and 


the result was one of the most radical r 


changes in tariffs which has ever taken 
Place on such short notice on the western 


end of the lines. 3 

Although last year's harvest was 
per cent in excess of that of any prev!- 
ous. year, this year is expected will ex- 
ceed it by several million bushels.

Minister of Public Works Makes a 
Plea for It. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, Aug. 

a. i 


15.—Hon. 
Tarte, Canadian minister of public 
works, in a speech before the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association, declared that 
Canadians must no longer see their markets 
Slaughtered by American manufacturers 
and the great trade of the continent carried 
through American channels. The remedy

‘“‘We mus,” he sald, ‘‘transport from west 
to east through Canadian channels. The 
country, must be united by cheaper trans- 
portation and a strong Canadian tariff. The 
shortest route to the seaboard is destined 
to be the great carrying highway not only 
of the Canadian wheat fields, but of the 
American continent. We have a route 
from Georgian Bay to Liverpool 
miles shorter than via New York.
